NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 29th January, 1998 

G.S.R. 61 (E).- — In exercise ofthe powers conferred by clause (c) of sub-section (2) ofsection35 and section 36A ofthe 
Administrative Tribunals Act, 1985 (13 of 1985), the Central Government hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Central Administrative Tribunals (Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
Members) Rules, 1985, namely :— 

1. These rules may he called the Central Administrative Tribunals (Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service 
of Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members) Amendment Rules, 1998. 

2. In the Central Administrative Tribunals (Salaries and Allowances and Conditions of Service of Chairman, Vice- 
Chairman and Members) Rules, 1985 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for rule 3, the following rule shall be deemed to 
have been substituted on the 1 st day of January, 1996, namely :— 

‘3. Pay.—The Chairman 3 hali be entitled to a pay of rupees thirty thousand per mensefn, a Vice-Chairman shall be 
entitled to a pay of rupees twenty six tlioa r .?.nd per mensem and a Member shall be entitled to a pay m the scale of 
Rs. 22,400-600-26000 per mensem 

Provided that in the case of appointment as a Cn?mnan, a Vice-Chairman or a Member of a person wnc. has retired as a 
judge of High Court or who has retired ti om service under the Central Government or a State Government and who is in receipt 
of or has icceived or has become entitled to receive any retirement benefits by way of pension or gratuity yr employer’s 
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contribution to the Contributory Provident Fund or other forms of retirement benefits, the pay shall be reduced by the gross 
amount of pension or pension equivalent to gratuity of employer’s contribution to the Contributory Fund or any other form of 
retirement benefits, if any, but excluding pension equivalent to retirement gratuity, drawn or to be drawn by him,” 

3. For rule 4 of the said rules, the following rule shall be deemed to have been substituted on the 1st day of January, 

1996, namely 

“4. Dearness Allowances.—The Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and a Member shall, be entitled to dearness allowance 
appropriate to their pay at the rates admissible to Group 'A' officers of the Central Government drawing a pay in the 
.scale of Rs. 22,400-600-26,000 or above.”. 

4. For rule 4A of the said rules, the following rule shall be deemed ti have been substituted on the 1st day of August, 

1997, namely 

“4A. City Compensatory Allowance.—The Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and a Member shall be entitled tc City Com¬ 
pensatory Allowance appropriate to their pay at the rates admissible to Group 'A’ officers of the Central Government 
drawing a pay in the scale of Rs. 22,400-600-26,000 or above,”. 

5. In sub-rule (31 of rule 6 of the said rules, for the figuros ”240”, the figures “300” shall be deemed to have been 
sustituted on the 1st day of July, 1997. 

6. For rule 11 of the said rules, the following rule shall be deemed to have been substituted on the 1st day of October, 
1997, namely:-— 

“11. Leave Travel Concession.—The Chairman, a Vice-Chairman and a Member shall be entitled to leave 
travel concession at the same rates and at the same scales and on the same conditions as are admissible to a 
Group ‘A’ officer of the Central Government drawing a pay in the scale of Rs. 22,400-600-26,000 or above.” 
Explanatory note. —With a view to implement the recommendations of the Fifth Pay Co mm ission regarding Central 
Government employees scale of pay, leave, leave travelling concession and other allowances admissible to them, the 
Central Government took decisions for different retrospective effective dates. In respect of pay and other allowances 
etc. admissible to the Chairman, Vice-Chairman and Members of the Central Administrative Tribunal, Central 
Government decided to allow the revision of pay and allowances at the same rates, at the same scales and on the 
same conditions as are admissible to the Central Government employees. Therefore, the amendments in the rules are 
to be given a retrospective effect. By giving this retrospective effect to the provisions of the rules, no Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman or a Member is likely to be affected adversely.
